Postmaster General to Be Represent!

at the Beavers lleurinvr,

CANNOT SUPPLY SECOSliS,

Head of Postal Department Sr I'
Would Be a I'h-li- ul Imposs-

ibility to Comply Wilh Suu- -
pu-n- a Iteeardlng Document.

Washington, Sept. 10. In accordance
with a decision of Acting Attorney
General Iloyt declaring that the sub-

poena served on the postmaster general
to appear at the hearing in New York
of the case of George W. Beavers, the
former head of the salary and allow-

ance division of the post cilice depart-
ment, was void, the postmaster general
has designated l'ust Otliee Inspector
Lawrence Lothermau as bis represent-
ative at that hearing. The opinion of
Mr. Hnyt follows:

"My advice to the postmaster general
Is that, while I do not think on funda-
mental grounds, tinder all the circum-
stances of. the ease, the United St.;','.;;
commissioner had any warrant in law
for issuing this writ, to be served oiU-si- de

of his district, on the whole, 1 be-

lieve the proper course for the postmas-
ter general to pursue is to send a trust-
ed employee of the department to New
York, to represent him in the matter,
to appear before tlie commissioner at
the appointed hour, in company with
tho United States itforney, and to state
formally to the commissioner, if called
upon, on behalf of the postmaster gen-

eral, that the postmaster general de-

clines to produce any of the govern-
ment records and documents culled for
whatsoever.''

Postmaster General Payne said that
It was a physical Impossibility to com-

ply with the subpoena in any event,
aside from the law In the ease. The
subpoena, he pointed out, called for pa-

pers, documents and records covering
years of operation of the department
to be produced before tlie United States
commissioner. These papers are in
constant use In connection with tlie in-

vestigation of the postal service and
are scattered throughout the country
in tho hands of the inspectors.

Chrlstianey's 'Retirement.
Postmaster General Payne admitted

that the resignation of George A. C.
Cliristinncy, the former law clerk of
the department, .was submitted some
weeks ago, but that actloif upon it had
been deferred pending the investiga-
tion of the affairs of that oltiee.

Charles II. Robb, the assistant attor-ne-

general for the post ofliee depart-
ment, has decided to continue perma-
nently In that office Instead of return-

ing to the department of justice at the
completion of the post otliee investiga-
tion. When the changes in the admin-
istration of the assistant attorney gen-
eral's otliee were made shortly after
the inception of the investigation Mr.
Robb, who has been the constant legal
adviser of tlie department, accepted the
otliee of the assistant attorney general
with the understanding that he should
be allowed to resume his old duties as
soon as the investigation was finished.
This reservation was made at the in-

stance of Attorney General Knox.
Grand Jury Still at Work,

The federal grand jury resumed its
consideration of post office eases, but
did not progress sufficiently to report
any indictments. Several witness s

were examined. One of the first Indict-
ments 3s expected to be that of a for-

mer law official of the department. The
grand jury now litis every case before
It that is expected to figure in the post-
al prosecutions,, and it Is expected tlurt
it will finish all tlie cases by the close
of this month.

The report of Fourth Assistant Post-
master General Brlstow on the investi-
gation will, according to present plans,
follow within a fortnight of the return
of the last Indictments. This report
will be made to the postmaster general
and immediately forwarded to the pres-
ident, who will decide the question of
its publication. Mr. Bristow is now
devoting the major portion of each day
to tlie preparation of his report.

Queen Wilhelmiua's Speech.

BOUNDARY

Oral Arguments Begun Before the

Commission In London.

THE CANADIAN CONTENTION

It la Set Forth by Attorney Geu
erol I'inlar of the Dominion A

Hulii) Apparently Favorable
to tlie tnltcMl States.

"London, Sept. 18. The Alaskan
boundary commission reassembled at
the foreign office, and the oral argu-
ments began,

Additional interest was lent to the
proceedings by statements attributed
to some of the Canadians that their
country would seriously resent an ad-

verse decision. Only a few spectators,
including the wives of the commission-
ers and. of counsel, were present when
Attorney General Finlay rose and com-

menced the presentation of the Cana-
dian argument. ,

While Attorney General Finlay was
speaking Chief Justice Fuller, accom-

panied by Ambassador Choate, entered
the chamber..' They were conducted to
(i small table directly factus the com-

missioners.
The attorney general briefly describ-

ed the historical aspect of the question
and took up the treaty under which
the commission was appointed. He
then presented , the Canadian conten-
tion, each point of which has already
been stated in the argument of Clifford
SIfton, the Canadian minister of the
interior, and urged tlie commissioners
to strictly confine themselves, in con-

sidering the questions, to the terms of
the treaty betwe-e- Great Britain and
Russia of 3825 and not to depart there-
from.

Location of Const I.tne.
Speaking of the location of the line

along the coast from the head of Port-
land channel as fixed by the treaty,
the attorney general pointed out that
the report of the United States coast
survey in 1803 showed that the Wash-

ington government had adopted tlie
view that tlie line should follow the
"general trend of the const," which
supports the Canadian contention.

Senator Turner- - at this point inter-

rupted the speaker, saying that the re-

port referred to the "trend of the gen-
era) coast."

Attorney General Finlay remarked
that this was a "subtle distinction,"
and Chief Justice Alverstone ended the
discussion with saying that It made
little difference, as it was "merely the
direction of the surveyors."

Lord Alverstone's ruling was regard-
ed by American counsel as being a
point in favor of the United States.

The attorney general went on Rt such
length that Lord Alverstone reminded
hint that the tribunal was familiar
with the documents In the case and
suggested that lie simply cite the pages
and volumes on which his references
were founded.

In the course of his-- argument At-

torney General Finlay laid much stress
on tlie contention that the United
States boundary line was drawn "in
ostentations defiance of the treaty of
1825."

Storm Devaluation In Georgia.
Atlanta, Ga.r Sept. 10. Specials from

southern Georgia points show that high
winds and heavy rainfall have doiu
much damage, especially in the cotton
districts.

At Thomasville more than eleven
inches of rain has fallen in the last
forty hours atid is still fulling. All
the telegraphy wires are down except-
ing one to Jacksonville.

At Americus the rainfall has been
three inches in the last twenty-fon- t

hours. The driving wind has done in-

calculable damage to the cotton crop.

PHILADELPHIA STEIEE SITUATION

Ingrain Carpet Workers Iletnrn te
Work Dyers Still Ont.

Philadelphia, Sept. 10. Ingrain car-

pet weavers numbering about 3.OO0

who have been on strike since June 1

for a fifty-fiv- e hour week and a 10 pei
cent increase in wages have returned
to their looms. The manufacturers
granted no concessions, and the strik-
ers resumed operations on the old basis
of sixty hours a week.

Of the 60,000 textile, workers who
struck on June 1 but 3,700 are still out,
all of tlie others having returned to
work after a vain struggle for a short-
er week.

The dyers and mercerizers, number-
ing 2,200, and the winders and spool-
ers, 1,500 In number, who comprise an
important branch of the industry,
claim to be able to continue the strike
Indefinitely. Should they persist In

their present stand they will seriously
hamper the work of the ingrain carpet
mills.

STATUS OF CANAL TEEATY.

The Colombian Senate Still Opposed
to It.

Bogota, Colombia, Sept 10. A reac-
tion in favor of the canal treaty has
occurred in the house of representa-
tives, but the senate is still opposed to
it.

General Sarria leaves here Sept. 20
to take command of the forces on the
isthmus. '

The minister of Costa Rica, has ar-
rived at Bogota on a special mission,
to arrange the frontier limits.

Fight of the Tobacco Men.
Trenton, N. J., Sept. 10. Counsel for

the Universal Tobacco company ap-

peared before Chancellor Magie and
made application for a stay of the or-

der made by Vice Chancellor Pitney in
the snit of McAlpin against the tobac-
co company. Vice Chancellor Pitney'
on Tuesday last made an order per-

mitting the examination of the books
of the tobacco company and compelling
the company to produce the books. An
appeal from this order has been made
to the court of errors and appeals, and
the application is for a stay pending
the disposition of this appeal.

Injunction Ajcnlimt n Dog,
Knoxvilie, Tenn., Sept. 10. A dog be-

longing to R. II. Bell, a liveryman ot
this city, has been enjoined from bark-
ing and disturbing the members of W
II. Tepell's family. Mr. Tepell, who is
a well to do citizen living near Knox
Ville, filed a bill in the chancery court
against Bell, seeking an injunction re
straining Bell's dog from barking and
further disturbing Tepell's wife, who
it is alleged, has been driven to nervous
prostration. Judge Sneed granted thf
injunction, which Tepell seeks to ha't
made permanent on final hearing.

Child Ilnrned to Death.
Newark, N. J., Sept 10. Lottie

Wells, a child, wa3 burn-
ed to death In a small fire in this city,
A chemical engine on its way to the
fire was overturned and four firemen
were injured, one perhaps fatally.

'and he may die, and John Nor-
ton, John Connelly and Cletus Gaffney
were badly injured.

London Easterly Await Decision on
Fiscal (locution.

London, Sept 1(3, In anticipation ot

the cabinet meeting spectators gath-
ered early in Downing street, evincing
the suspense which prevails in all quar-
ters and which has been heightened by
the delay in the announcement of the
fiscal decision which is so eagerly
awaited.

Charles II. Strutt (Conservative),
member of parliament for the: Maldon
division of Esses, in declining to re-

sign his seat because his attitude on

the education question had been criti-
cised by his constituents, writes:

"We shall all resign quickly enough.
There will be a general election before
this time next year."

The cabinet met at 3 p. ra. The sit-

ting was held in Lord Lansdowne'a
room instead of in the usual cabinet
chamber, which is connected with the
Alaska boundary commission's apart-
ment, thereby preventing tlie strict pri
vacy which is invariably enforced.

working on the burglary case at the
railroad station here. They got after
Brown, the operator at the station, and
he broke down and confessed that he
had stolen the money and tramped up
the sensational story, lie scattered
the contents of the office saff about the
station and gagged and bound himself
Brown led the officers out into the
country to where he had hidden the
$450 he had stolen.
